California is planning a party for the 
of the year, and pageants, fiestas, carnivals 
and other forms of general amusement will 
take place for the entertainment of sons and 
daughters of the Golden West and the visi- 
tors within her gates. 

The following facts about the early politi- 
cal history of California are interesting to re- 
member: The first state legislature was held 
in December, 1849, and adjourned April, 1850, 
at the little old Spanish pueblo of San Jose; 
the second one was also held at San Jose, 
and the next two at Vallejo. The fith ses- 
sion met at Benicia in January, 1854, and 
was moved to Sacramento in March, adjourn- 
ing in May of the same year. Since then, all 
the legislative sessions have been held at 
Sacramento. 

Out of the fifty-eight counties in California, 
twenty-seven of them were ereated on the 
same day and year, February 18, 1850; the 
next oldest is Placer County, created in 1851, 
and the youngest is Imperial County, made 
in 1907, and still growing. 

The State Library, which is housed in the 
Capitol at Sacramento, was practically started 
by John C. Fremont, who gave one hundred 
volumes of works on law, travels, medicine, 
government reports and exploration in Jan- 
uary, 1850 to the state, and which formed the 
nucleus of the State Library. The Senate 
adopted a resolution of thanks to Mr. Fre- 
mont, and shortly afterwards an act was pass- 
ed providing that all books which came into 
the possession of the state should be kept in 
the office of the Secretary of State, and that 
he should be ex-officio State Librarian. The 
State Library is now under the control of five 
trustees, of which the Governor of the state 
is always a member of the board.

A young writer was lamenting that he lived 
too late. ‘‘I have a lot of the same ideas 
Shakespeare had,’’ he complained, ‘“but, since 
he’s already written them alt, they do me no 
good. The inspirations which made Words- 
worth and Keats famous come to me, but if I 
should write them they would be old stuff. 


“Many, of the very sentiments which immor- 


talized Seneca and Marcus Aurelius flash into 
my mind, but today they would be called 
platitudes. I might have made an undying 
name for myself had I lived eenturies ago, 
but now it’s no use.”’ 

“So. to console himself, he began reading 
“The Little French Girl,’’ and as he read 
he exclaimed: ‘‘By George, of all the novels 
I’ve read, I never read one like this before !”’ 

Yet it is doubtful if the author of ‘The Lit- 
tle French Girl’’ consciously tried to be ‘‘dif- 
ferent.’? She merely went to life instead of 
to literary traditions for her story, “and told 
it pretty much as a good reporter would tell 
a feature story which had aroused his keen 
interest and fired his imagination and so she 
created something new. 

Fannie Hurst once wrote a local newspaper 
man a friendly letter about her own work. 
First, she said, she studied hard in colleges, 
winding up with a special course at Columbia 
University. She wrote and wrote, but couldn't 
sell anything. Then she realized that, though 
she knew a lot about story technique, she 
knew little about life. So she went out and 
worked as a shop girl, then as a chorus girl. 
She crossed the ocean steerage. She took to 
strolling down Second avenue in New York, 
not as a ‘‘sightseer,’’ but as a friend, stopping 
to chat with the people who kept the little 
shops, getting interested in—not merely in- 
quisitive about—the life stories and yearn- 
ings and aspirations of human beings. ‘‘And 
now,”’ she concluded, ‘“‘there are so many 
things I learned and want to tell, so many 
convictions about life that 1 want to express. 
that it is no longer a question of ‘thinking 
up something to write about,’ but rather of - 
selection from the great mass of human in- 
terest which has entered into my heart.”’ 

That must be the great secret of ““how to 
write.’”’ It is said that every true believer 
must become a preacher—that everyone who 
becomes convineed of facts concerning the 
world must express them. Shakespeare could 
have decided there was nothing left to write 
about as easily as could the modern young 
writer. 

About a century ago the director of the 
United States Patent Office resigned, saying 
so many things had been invented there soon 
would be no job left for him and he must 
look for something with a future. That was 
before the days of telegraph, telephone, wash- 
ing machine and breakfast foods. As long as 
there are human beings there will be new 
stories to write, and every story-inventor will 
find himself in the midst of raw material, no 
matter where he lives.

The 
following recipes have all been 
tested and approved by lovers of 
the golden apple. 


Orange Gelatine 

Soak two tablespoons of ‘granu- 
lated gelatine in one cup of cold 
water for 5 minutes. Add 2 cups 
boiling water, half cup sugar, one 
tablespoon of lemon juice, one cup 
orange juice. When beginning to 
set, add segments of one orange. 
Serve with whipped cream. 
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Orange Salad 

Peel and slice two oranges and 
one banana, Cut five marshmal- 
lows into small pieces. Mix light- 
ly with lemon juice. Place on 
chilled lettuce leaves and top with 
mayonnaise. This serves five 
people. 
























Orange Cream 
To one cup of diced oranges, 
one cup marshmallows, cut into 
quarters, and half cup sugar, add 
one cup of cream whipped to a 
stiff froth. Serve ice cold. 











Orange Blanc Mange 

Make a custard with the yolks 
of three eggs, one pint of milk 
and sugar to taste. Cook half cup 
of rice flour in one cup of water 
and one cup of orange juice. When 
done, stir into custard, mix well 
and put into glass bowl. Whip 
whites of three eggs to stiff froth 
with one tablespoonful of sugar 
and drop in balls over blanc 
mange. Serve with lady fingers. 













Orange Cup 
Scoop out pulp from four 
oranges, mix with half cup of 


shredded pineapple, and six crush- 
ed macaroons. Fill orange shells 
and place on ice. Serve cold with 
orange sponge cake. 





The two following recipes for 

orange cake are excellent: 
Orange Cake 

One-half cup of butter rubbed 
with two cups of sugar until 
creamy, three small cups of flour, 
four eggs well beaten, one cup of 
milk and two teaspoons baking 
powder sifted in-the last of the 
flour. 

Yolks of five eggs, whites of 
three, one-fourth cup butter, one 

and one-half cups sugar. Cream] 
jiwell. Grated rind of one-half 
orange, juice of one, one-half cup 
water, two level teaspoons baking 
powder, one and one-fourth cups 
flour. Sift, then measure. Pinch 
salt.
